When informed that they would 
probaly result fatally, he drew his knife 
and plunged it into ^ his left side, above 
the heart, several times. 
He fell to the 
floor motionless, in which state he still 
remains. 
There is no hope for the re- 
covery of either of the young men.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The republi- 
can members of the senate committee 
on finance, at their meeting this morn- 
ing went through the wool and silk 
schedule of the tariff bill and took up 
the sundries schedule. 
None of the 
schedules have been turned over to the 
democratic members yet. 
It is said ihis 
due ¿to the fact that none of the 
schedules have received final action 
from the republicans. 


The secretary of state sent to con- 
gress to-day a copy of a letter of the 
commissioner general of the Paris ex- 
position for the'United States, dated 
Hartford, Conn., June 2^ forwarding his 
oflScial report and the data to complete 
volume 1. 


The secretary of the treasury sent to 
the senate to-day an estimate of the 
secretary of the interior'of an additional 
appropriation of 080,620 needed by that 
department for the employment of a 
force of clerks for the land office and 
the rental of additional quarters for 
them. The number of additional clerks 
needed is fifty. 


The statitical returns for June to the 
department of agriculture shows an in- 
crease of acreage in cotton in nearly 
every state. 
The areas compared with 
acreage of 1889 is reported. 


Mr. Morse, of Massachusetts, to-day 
introduced in the house a bill prevent- 
ing the sale of intoxicating liquors upon 
all grounds on which are located exhi- 
bition and exposition buildings, 
for 
which appropriations are made by the 
government. 
The same bill was intro- 
duced in the senate, "by request," by 
Mr. Blair. 


In the senate to-day the house silver 
bill was referred to the committee on 
finance. 
The senate silver bill 
was 
then taken up and unanimous consent 
was given that after 3 o'clock on Friday 
next, debate shall be limited to 
five 
minutes by any senator on 
any ques- 
tion. 


Mr. Plumb's 
amendment that no 
funds available for the payment of the 
public debt, including such as are kept 
for the redemption of United States 
notes, shall be retained in the treasury 
in excess of $110,000,000, was amended 
on motion of Mr. Parris, by adding to it 
the words, "provided that the gold and 
silver coin and gold bullion in the treas- 
ury, of which gold and silver certificates 
have been issued shall not be considered 
available for any purpose except the re- 
demption of such certificates." 
in 
opposition to his amendment Mr. Sher- 
man said the 
effect of it would be to 
leave only a working balance of ten mill- 
ions in the treasury. 
He regarded the 
amendment very faulty.

ONJL.^ MlBiJE JEX.TJBA'JUI>«ES. 
The bill which passed the house cre- 
ating eighteen United States judges, 
who are to have jurisdiction in a certain 
line of cases, and thereby relieve the 
docket of the supreme court of a portion 
of the business which is pressing upon 
it, says a Washington telegram, has 
been in the hands of a sub-committee of 
the judiciary committee of the senate, 
consisting of Senators Hoar, Evarts and 
Pugh. 
They have carefully considered 
the measure, and have consulted about 
it with several justices of the supreme 
court, as weU as other well-known legal 
lights, and it is understood they have 
concluded to modify the bill as it came 
from the house in certain respects. 


They will report in favor of limiting 
the number of the new judges to nine, 
who shall form an appellate court and 
shall have final jurisdiction in cases 
where the amount at issue between the 
litigants does not exceed $10,000. 
E a c h 
one of these nine judges shall sit in one 
of the nine circuits with the United 
States 
circuit 
judge now assigned to 
said circuit. The two may call in the 
United States district judge to sit with 
them if they deem it necessary in any 
particular case, raising the number 
constituting the appellate court to three. 
The house bill provided for eighteen 
judges—two of whom were to sit in 
each of the nine circuits in conjunction 
with the United States circuit judge. 


THE state encampment of the Sons of 
Veterans will be held at Evansville, 
commencing on July 15. The date was 
originally announced as earlier, but was 
afterwards changed to the time now 
definitely settled upon. The encamp 
ment will be a large gathering, and is, 
withal, an important meeting. W. F.

T r e e Planting. 


To the Editor oi THE SENTINEL. 


Downing says, "a place without a 
tree is like a caliph without a head"—a 
most expressive and significant remark 
—and yet he would rather see a place 
with simply a plain, well kept, closely 
shaven lawn of blue grass, destitute of 
all pretense at artistic planting, than 
see it botched by indiscriminate and 
neglected planting of trees that could 
never grow to be ornamental, for a 
stunted dead and a live tree, is never an 
ornament or credit to a park or any 
other tasty grounds, such as will ever 
disfigure McCulloch park if the same 
inefficient system is pursued as the soft 
maple poles that have advertised the 
beginning on the ground and sidewalk, 
of what the public expected would be 
an artistic shady resort, which the word 
park signifies. 
I understand it is 
claimed that there were hardly any 
roots to these small trees when delivered 
at the park, but that they were out off 
when taken up, and that they were 


exposed 
to 
the 
sun 
and air 
some 
time before 
they 
were set 
out in the park grounds and sidewalk. 
This is no valid excuse, however, as 
the tiees ought not to have been accept- 
ed in that condition. But it seems they 
were received, and pretended to be set 
out, as if expected to live and grow; but 
which was done in a vefy imperfect 
manner, as is evident from appearances 
now; and from reports of eyesight ob- 
servers, the few roots were crowded into 
holes equal to those prepared for fence 
posts probably, and then left to grow 
without any further care, not even 
mulching them with a little hay, grass, 
sawdust or anything else to protect the 
ground above and about the roo^ from 
the rays of the burning sun. Mulching 
is always indispensable to the growth of 
a newly set tree, and no one familiar 
with setting out trees would think of 
dispensing with it any more than he 
would of plenty of water, if he expected 
his trees to live and grow. 


In my strictures or criticisms, I do 
not wish t® be considered as taking any 
exceptions to the general laying out of 
tae grounds or its floral features, which 
appears exceptionally well. 


The silver or soft maple referred to is 
more tenacious of life than almost any 
other deciduous tree of the forest. Out 
of a thousand of the size of those poles 
along Broadway not one would fail to 
grow if properly taken up, [set out and 
treated as a newly set tree should be. 
This variety of trees, although not the 
equal of its cousin (the hard or sugar 
maple) in style of growth or beauty of 
foliage, is a more rapid grower, and on 
that account is entitled to a good word. 
But the Norway maple, for style and 
denseness of its deep green foliage, sur- 
passes either, or for that matter, any 
other deciduous tree. It is, however, a 
rather slow grower to give it the pres- 
tage it deserves among those of this fast 
generation, who can't wait for its rich 
development of grace and beauty tiiat 
so charms and delights the horticultur- 
ist, the landscape artist and other ad- 
mirers of the beatiful in nature. 


In my rambles about the city and its 
suburbs, I may see other places having 
more attractions than McCulloch park, 
in the planting, care and beauty of their 
grounds and other appointments of in- 
terest—or, perchance, their neglect as 
well—for I notice some elegant resi- 
dences—mansions, if you please—whose 
lawns, should be one of the most 
attractive features of the place having 
the appearance of only an unknown 
meadow.

Ho fell to the 
floor motionless, in which state he still 
remains. There is no hope for the re- 
covery of either of the young men.

Each 
one of these nine judges shall sit in one 
of the nine circuits with the United 
States circuit judge now assigned to 
said circuit.

To the Editor of THE SENTINEL. 


Downing says, "a place without a 


tree is like a caliph without, a head"—a 
most expressive and significant remark 
—and yet he would rather see a place 
with simply a plaiu, well kept, closely 
shaven lawn of blue grass, destitute of 
all pretense at artistic planting, than 
see it botched by indiscriminate and 
neglected planting of trees that could 
never grow to be ornamental, for a 
stunted dead and a live tree, is never an 
ornament or credit to a park or any 
other tasty grounds, such as will ever 
disfigure McCulloch park if the same 
inefficient system is pursued as the soft 
maple poles that have advertised the 
beginning on the ground and sidewalk, 
of what the public expect* d would be 
an artistic shady resort, which the word 
park signifies. 
I understand it is 


claimed that there were hardly any 
roots to these small trees when delivered 
at the park, but that they were cut off 
when taken up, and that they were 


is always indispensable to tho growth of 
a newly set tree, and no one familiar 
w ith setting out trees would think of 
dibpeusiug with it any more than ho 
woula of plenty of vaster, if he expected 
his trees to live and grow.

It is, however, a j 
rather slow grower to give it the pres- ' 
tage it deserves among those of this fast 
generation, who can't wait for its rich 
development of grace and l>e.iuty tiiat 
so charms and delights the horticultur- 
ist, the laud-capo artist ami other ad- 
mirers of the beatiful in nature.

lio judiciary committee of tho senate, 
consisting of Senators Hour, Evurts and 
Pugh. 
They have carefully considered 


tbe measure, and have consulted about 
it with several justices of the supreme 
cour , as well as other well-known legal 
lights, aud it is uuderstood they have 
concluded to modify the bill as it come 
from tho house in certain respects.
